‘Kenimer originally was sen- 
tenced to fvie days’ imprisonment 
and a $50 fine on each count at 
the hearing last October. He was 
charged with removing his eight- 
yéar-old daughter from the juris- 
diction of the court from Feb. 1 to 
Ort. 5. |

tenee by order of the Georgia

Attorneys for Kenimer immedi- 
ately filed a motion in arrest of 
dgment contending the new sen- 
tence totaling 476 days in jail and 
$4,760 was contrary to the opinion 
rendered by the Appellate Court. 
The attorneys, Roy Harris, of Au- 
ove Tom Camp, Ben Camp and 
Dorsey, of Atlanta, succeeded 
in obtaining Kenimer’s release o 
a $20,000 bond pending a new ap- 
_. peal to the higher court.’ | 

Their motion further alleged 
that “it is the clear intention of 
said Court of Appeals that the de- 
fendant should not receive a sen- 
tence in excess of that specified by 
the law of the State of Georgia 
for a single contempt, (that is) a 
maximum fine of $200 and 20 days 
in jail.” 

Kenimer also had been indicted 
by the Fulton County Grand Jury 
on charges of kidnaping the 
daughter, Betty Ann Kenimer, but 
this case has not come to trial. 

According to testimony in the 
contempt hearing, the father fled 
with the child after he had brought 
her to Atlanta on a-count-ap- 
provey visit in the presence of a 
former attorney, Durwood Pye. 

Betty Ann’s custody had been 
awarded to her mother, Mrs. Wade 
Senter, then of Athens, but now of 
Jackson, Tenn., after extensive le- 
gal proceedings, both here and in 
Florida. 

After Kenimer and the child 
disappeared, they were the object 
of a prolonged search by investi- 
gators for Fulton Solicitro General 
Paul Webb. Nearly eight months 
later Kenimer surrendered to 
Webb in Augusta. 

Judge Pharr in reducing the sen- 
tence stated: “‘A trial judge cannot 
with propriety question the wis- 
dom of an appellate court nor im- 
peach the logic or soundness of its 
decisions, The trial court must as- 
sume that the appellate court is 
wholly cognizant of the far-reach- 
ing consequences of the precedents 
set by it and that it is fully con- 
scious of any departure from 
established legal principles. 

“... It is clear that the Court 
of Appeals intended that the time 
of jail confinement should be sub- 
stantially reduced, and I shall ac- 
cordingly do so, While nothing is 
said as to the fine imposed, in or- 
der that there may be doubt about 
following the spirit of the major- 
ity opinion, I shall substantially 
reduce it also. 

“It will thus be clear that I am 
imposing upon the defendant only 
one-tenth of the punishment which 
the statute says may be imposed.”

Instead, the County Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee, following a tirade by an 
employee of the County Commissioners, 
now has agreed to an “advisory vote” in

The matter was first brought up by 
Johnny Vickers. Vickers is keeper of the 
inventory on county equipment. At one 
time he was employed under supervision 
of the County Manager but subsequently 
was transferred, by formal action.of Com- 
Missioners, to the Public Works Depart- 
ment, which is not under civil service and 
which is the refuge for political patronage.

It was 
approved overwhelmingly.

Of the Highways 


When Johnny Parsons won the 1950 
Memorial Day 500-mile automobile race at 


Indianapolis with an average of 124.02 
miles per hour, he bested by about 35 miles 
an hour the 90-mile gait of thirty years ago. 


That 35-mile-an-hour gain is about 


‘what has happened to automobiles gen- 


erally since 1920. Sixty or sixty-five was 
top speed for most passenger cars of three 
decades ago, but engineering pres 
ments amd public demand have geared this 
year’s models for 90 mph. or more on the 
open road. 


Unfortunately, highway engineering 
and the man involved have not kept pace 
with the automotive engineers. Now we 
have folks with 30-mile-an-hour “brains 
driving 90-mile-an-hour automobiles on 
60-mile-an-hour roads. This unhappy com- 
bination results in some awful arithme- 
tic—330 traffic deaths in the Nation over 
the Memorial Day weekend, for example. 
Only 253 during the same holiday period 
last year.

Cherokees Start Play Practice 


Chief Carl Standing Deer and his Cherokee Indian brethren start today or prac- 
tice for the pageant presentation of their tribal history, according to information 
relayed by Mark Pace, editor of The Dalton Citizen. Hundreds of Georgians attend 
this show given annually in Mountainside Theater, a mile north of Cherokee, 
N. C., on the road which spirals up to Newfound Gap. 

The outdoor showhouse, says the Pace column, is “half a mountainside sliced 


away, fitted with 2,500 seats and three stages. 


This year’s play, called “Unto the Hills,” 
is a 150-cast, two-act, 17-scene drama-saga. It 
tells the story of how the Cherokee tribe tried 
stubbornly, but vainly, to hang on to their home- 
land, that magnificent mountain country which 
we know as the Smokies, 


Over 5,000 Cherokees died on that infamous 
“Trail of Tears,” a Bataan March of the nine- 
teenth century which moved nearly all the tribe 
to Oklahoma Tertitory. | 

But a few intrepid souls in the Cherokee 
tribe refused to become DP’s. They took to the 
high hills and hid out in the rocks and crevices 
afound Clingman’s Dome, Cades Cove and other 
places which have become familiar names to the 
Smokies enthusiast. Those fugitives from the 
Great White Father were the progenitors of the 
ptesent residents of the reservation at the foot 
of the mountains.

Today this Indian soldier who risked exposure 
to the carbines of Villa’s bandits, is shot a few 
hundred times daily—by tourists armed with 
cameras, In fact, he is one of the world’s most 
photographed people. The count was 2,250,000 
pictures away back last summer. 

The Chief averages $15 a day in tips and on 
one day when the shutters were really flicking, he 
took in $36. At that rate the Cherokees are go- 
ing to catch up with the white folks for taking 
their mountains.

How Much Is Good Pay? 


Editor Constitution: Since I live more than 
50 miles out of Atlanta and seldom have occasion 
to use Atlanta trolleys, the transit strike is not 
an ‘inconvenience to me, but I have read the edi- 
torials, Pulse of the Public, etc., with a great deal 
of interest. 

I’m not against organized labor when it 
is needed, but I have an idea that not more 
than 10 percent of those drivers are: in favor 
of this strike; they were just afraid to vote other- 
wise. Of all the letters I have read there has 
only been one which denied the average of-$315 
per month salary and that was Mrs. Hulon S. 
Webb in Saturday’s Constitution, and I believe 
she needs to back up and do a bit of figuring 
before she says her husband makes only $175 to 


$200 per month. Forty hours at $1.35 would be $54 ° 


per week, or for a month, which is 4 1/3 weeks, 
would be $234. She states he works seven days 
a week, which would be $75.60 per week or 
$327.60 per month at straight $1.35 per hour. 
If they get time and a half time for all over 40 
hours, it would be $375.40 per month for 56-hour 
week. If her husband is away from home 12 
hours a, day, seven days a week, as she says, 
and only brings in $200 per month, she might be 
wise to check on where’ he either spends his time 
or money. 

It is almost humanly impossible for one man 
on a farm to average as much per month as the 
bus drivers and look at the money farmers have 
invested in their farms, equipment, etc. How 
much money do those men who are striking 
have invested to make their salaries? When 
they lay down at night to sleep, they know to 
a penny how much they have made that day 
and don’t have to wonder if they will get it or 
if boll weevils, wet weather or a drought will 
take it. 

Instead of being on strike for higher wages, 
they should be on their knees thankful for being 
so well blessed. There are plenty of capable 
men who would be delighted to have their jobs.

WASHINGTON—How Uncle Samuel managed to euchre himself into the Christ- 
mas mistletoe trade and also the potted cactus plant industry is our question for 
today. Those G-men not busy hunting spies are looking into this thorny problem 
now. So are the sleuths of Sen. J. William (Dem., Ark.) Fulbright’s subcommit- 
tee investigating the Reconstruction Finance Corp. Somebody sat on a cactus bush 


are the acelin facts. 


Some go-getting Texans in the town of East- : 


Jand established several years ago the Novelty 
Plant and Pottery Co. They grew the cactus 
in rock gardens out back. They baked the pots 
to put it in. A cactus installed in a pot sold for 
15 cents and up, according to size, in 10-cent 
stores across the land. It was a first-class busi- 
ness and to make it better the cactus moguls 


sold mistletoe for getting-kissed purposes during 
the holidays. 


By June, 1947, they needed money to ex- 
pand and also to pay'’up back debts. They 
hired an appraiser to look over their prop- 
erty and he said it was worth $98,037, in- 
cluding $36,214 of rock garden work to hold 
the growing cactus, $9,450 for a warehouse 
to store the merchandise in pots, and $8,715 
worth of kilns to bake the pots. This looked 
like a good deal to the Dallas office of the 
RFC, which approved a foan of $48,000. The 
taxpayers put up $36,000 of this; a bank in 
Ranger, Tex., the remaining $12,000. Business 
boomed for a couple of years. 


The cactus potters, at least, paid back their 
notes punctually at the rate of $400 a month. 
Then last year the bottom fell out of the potted 
cactus plant business. The mistletoe trade also 
skidded. This mystified the management. Only

missed. On last Aug. 19 the RFC demanded pay- 
ment of the $40,800 balance on the cactus-mistle- 
toe loan. The proprietors were sorry, but you 
couldn’t get blood out of an unsold cactus. 


On Dec. 1 the RFC obtained in the Federal 
District court at Abilene a judgment for $42,- 
545.06. It also sent up an appraiser to look over 
this $98,000 cactus factory. He had no doubt that 
the owners had spent $36,214 to build their rock 
gardens, but their salvage: value he put down at 
$100 in busted concrete. The $9,450 warehouse he 
called a $150 shed. The $8,715 worth of kilns he 
valued at $600, 


The whole shebang, including a couple of 
thousand pots of cactus and a 1946 Ford 
truck, he reported, was worth no $98,000, but 
$4,514. The RFC ordered the U. S. marshal to 
sell the works at public auction on Feb. 7, 
1950. Nobody seemed to want a bankrupt 
cactus store. So the RFC bought it in for 
$2,000. Then it sold the truck for $450.

But Was It a Vindication? 


When the jury disagreed in the lawsuit of Paul Draper and Larry Adler against 
Mrs. John T. McCullough, Draper said: “In the present climate of public opinion, 
the failure of this jury to be convinced of the truth of the charges against us is 


vindication of our loyalty.” 


I disagree. Draper and Adler failed to convince the Jury that Mrs, McCul- 
lough’s charges were’ false. And, inasmuch as this pair have insisted that their 


loyalty was impugned, it appears to me that the 


cloud has not been dispelled. 

They tried hard to dispel it. They would seem 
to have spent a great deal of money on their 
lawsuit, though they claimed to be on their up- 
pers by reason of.a popular boycott against their 
tavern entertainment. How they came by the 
money to pay for all this I have'a legitimate 
wish to know, when they were so hard up that 
Draper had to move from New York to Ridge- 
field, Conn., to economize and Adler had to 
leave his progeny in Paris for the same reason. 


The pity of their situation leaves me al- 
most unmoved, however, when I compare it 
with the actual suffering that Hester McCul- 
lough had to endure. I am instantly remind- 
ed of the pitiless application of the cruel 
Connecticut law of attachment against the 
McCulloughs’ home and bank account and 
the jeopardy which these two plaintiffs 
knowingly imposed against the education 
and future of their nine-year-old son. 


After all, as the evidence and the disagree- 
ment plainly show, Mrs. McCullough’s charges 
were not gratuitous and. malicious, but were 
prompted by past performances and associations 
of Draper and Adler. They were uttered in a 
spirit of intense loyalty to the United States and 
detestation of the enemy which has been rec 
ognized by President Truman himself. By their 
own determined course, continuing over a period 
of years, Draper and Adler gave Mrs. McCul- 
lough to suspect them of political leanings which. 
by their own admission, would be heinous. The 


age to their reputation and earning powers. The 
most optimistic appraisal of John McCullough’s 
earnings and his future would suggest that they 
would have condemned the McCulloughs to eco- 
nomic slavery for the rest of their lives.

And, dur- 
ing the very time when Draper was bewailing his 
poverty, the McCulloughs’ boy was running a 
very high fever to the great anxiety of his 
mother, but he had no nurse. They couldn't 
afford one. Two neighbors took turns caring for 
the boy. An appeal for sympathy on this account 
would have been improper although Draper and 
Adler were allowed to exploit the want of their 
children to the last twinge of pathos.

Red Tape Binds 
Author’s Profits 


NEW YORK—Uniless the Alien Property Cus- 
todian reverses his stand, we’re going to have 
the case of an American citizen paying what 
amounts to reparations to Germany. The man 

in question is Louis P. Lochner, for years a well-known U. S. cor- 
respondent in Berlin. His remarkable book, “The Goebbels Diaries” 
—published several years ago by Doubleday, is the kernel of his 
unique battle with Washington red tape. 

When the Ruégsians marched into Berlin they seized, among 
other buildings and remnants of buildings, the sprawling, gray 
Propaganda Ministry. This was théir right, under the “uncondi- 
tional surrender” edict. Their document experts rummaged through 
the tons of material in the building and then threw out of the win- 
dows the material which they called “rubbish.” 


Salvage A junk dealer was retained to haul the debris away to 

a pulping plant which had been ordered to revert the 
documents back into paper—a much-needed commodity. The dealer, 
in loading one great batch into his cart, noticed a particular bundle 
of about 7,000 disorganized pages. His attention was drawn to it 
because of the quality of the paper and the neatness of the typing 
thereon. He gave it to an American civilian of the employee Military 
Government, who promptly identified it as the diary of that violent, 
twisted little man who had served as Hitler’s mouthpiece—Goebbels. 

The Military Government man, in turn, gave it to Herbert 
Hoover—who was in Germany at the time on a survey tour for 
President Truman. Hoover sent it back to the U. S. for inclusion 
in the Hoover Library on War, Revolution and Peace, at Stanford. 
All scholars were to have access to it, for the asking. 

In New York, the big bundle was shown to Frank E. Mason, who 
had worked with Lochner for years in Germany as a correspond- 
ent. He called in his friend Lochner and, with Mason’s aid, Lochner 
translated and boiled 750,000 words down to 220,000. Lochner, who 
had closely followed Goebbels’ life and times, then wrote 25,000 
words of explanation, footnotes and biographical data. And Double- 
day printed the book. 


It became a book-of-of-the-month, a li- 
Book of the Month brary and historian’s “must,” and was 


translated into the languages of 10 countries. It was syndicated in 
newspapers and magazines through the world. 

But just as it began its remarkable career as a book, the Alien 
Property Custodian—who had ignored a similar syndication of 
Goering’s diaries—put in a claim for the money realized. The APC 
suddenly became interested in finding Goebbels’ heirs, though the 


_man had poisoned his seven children, his wife and himself, in Hit- 
ler’s bunker in the last days of the war. 


That search failing, the 
APC attached all income. 

Apparently some deal was made whereby Doubleday got out 
with little, or comparatively little, loss. This involved—mysteri- 
ously—the destruction of 30,000 copies, though the company says 
that this was not at the Government’s request, nor was it prompted 
by a desire to present loss claims.

The Farmer’s 


Hazard Is Water 


‘This is the period of watchful waiting on the 

farm; the time that tries men’s souls, as Tom 

Paine wrote about in the days of the Revolution- 

- ary War. Except, on the farm, the anxiety takes 

a different shape from the specter that hovered over the patriots of 

1776. Water is the hazard now. Water in downpours as the ripe 

grain lies in the field; water coming over the bottom lands as the 

grasses, clovers and small grains reach maturity. All it takes now 

to nullify the year’s income from small grain or grass seed is in- 
undation. 

Erosion from our farms and washings from the roads and road 
banks have partially filled our streams and in some cases have 
almost completely filled our streams and it doesn’t take much addi- 
tional water to bring about an overflow. An overflow on pasture 
lands at other times of the year doesn’t prostrate the farm but 
when the seed crops are making, from the blooming period on 
through the ripening period, the result of an inundation is para- 
lyzing. The Fall and Winter’s work is wiped out. 


Blam e I often wonder how much responsibility can be defi- 

nitely placed.on the Government or upon utility com- 
panies for bringing about the flooding of farmers’ lands. In the 
case of Yellow River bottom lands, for example, the inundations 
are caused mostly by a dam having been placed across the river 
for the purpose of impounding the water for the making of elec- 
tricity. On the other hand, the silt wouldn’t have moved to the 
river bed if farmers had kept it on their lands, and cities and 
counties had kept it on the roads. 

Suppose the utilities and the Government (in dam-building 
enterprises) were required to protect the rivers from silt by follow- 
ing modern soil-saving practices? It is now believed the farmer’s 
world-feeding activities are so important he must be helped finan- 
cially to hold down the land on his own farm. Can he be charged 
with the still greater task of holding down road banks, roadways, 
nonfarm land, etc.? About 50 percent of the silt which causes the

Race 


THOMASVILLE—How far and how fast is M. E. Thompson coming from 


behind to make a real “hoss race” out of the gubernatorial campaign? 


That’s a 


question a lot of Georgians are asking themselves and each other these days. 
When Thompson announced his candidacy less than two months ago there were 
few political observers. who would concede him more than six of Georgia’s 159 


counties. 


But ipaventhe the picture has changed considerably since then. 


to two factors: 


There is no doubt in the opinion of most po- 
litical observers that M. E. Thompson is picking 
up strength, day by day. Starting from scratch, 
he could hardly have done otherwise. 


It is hard to see, at this point, how Thomp- 
son, with very little organization, can hope 
to defeat Herman Talmadge with the Gover- 
nor’s entrenched organizations in most of the 
State’s counties. But M. E. is waging an ef- 
fective campaign. In the hands of a more 
colorful personality and more dynamic leader 
it could be a potent weapon. And even M. E. 
seems to have his opposition a bit worried. 


At least he’s got Talmadge hollering “nigger, 
nigger” again, whereas a lot of folks hoped the 
Governor wouldn’t do that this time and didn’t 
think he’d need to do it to be re-elected. 

There is a sizable segment of Georgia voters 
that will go down the line with anyone named 
Talmadge. And there is another group who look 
upon the name Talmadge as an anathema and 
would vote against anyone by that name. But 
the latter group is located mostly in the cities, 
which don’t count for much under Georgia’s 
county unit system. 

Realizing this, Thompson is pitching his cam- 
paign not toward the city voters but to the people 
on the farms and in the little towns. 

It is hard to conceive that the “schoolteacher” 
who bitterly fought Herman Talmadge in the 
courts and at the polls in 1947 and 1948 could 
ever win support from the young Governor who 
bears the magic namie of Talmadge. 

But that is what M. E. is trying to do, in the 
whistle stops and crossroads villages where you 
can hear bobwhite quail by day and whippgor- 
wills by night. 

Because Talmadge is supremely confident and 
yet vulnerable on charges of broken promises, 
and because M. E. is the underdog and waging a 
fighting campaign, Thompson is picking up both 
admiration and potential support. 

Three weeks ago, after M. E.’s opening swing 
through the coastal counties of Georgia, thef€ ap- 
peared here an analysis of his campaign. How 
true a picture that analysis was remains, to be 
seen on election day. 

But here is an analysis of his last week’s 
swing through traditional Talmadge territory in 
Middle and South Georgia, based purely on sur- 
face observations of his rallies and the comments 
of lecal citizens. 

Thompson had a good meeting at McDonough, 
but didn’t do any too well at Hampton, but has 
an outside chance to capture Talmadge’s adopted 
home county_of Henry. He carried Spalding 


And the change has been due 


(1) The aggressive campaign Thompson is waging, and (2) the sealization of anti« 
Talmadge people that they have only one choice in opposing Herman and that is to support M. E. 


County two years ago and has a good chance of 
winning it again in a close fight. 

Butts County, where Thompson spoke at 
Jackson, will remain in the Talmadge column. 
On the basis of his reception at. Barnesville, 
Thompson has a fighting chance to win Lamar’ 
County away from Talmadge. 


If Thompson’s reception at Roberta can be 
taken as a yardstick, he has a good prospect of 
taking the old line Talmadge county of Craw- 
ford away from the present Governor. 


M. E. made some headway in the towns of 
Byron and Warner Robins, but Talmadge likely 
will carry Peach, Houston and Dooly Counties, 
Thompson made a good State-wide speech for 
law and order at Unadilla, but it didn’t convince 


many Dooly Countians that they should change 


from Talmadge. 


Thompson has an excellent chance “a taking 
Pulaski County, on the basis of his reception at. 
Hawkinsville. 


It is hard to see how Wilcox County, ' 
which never deserted the Talmadges but 
once, could swing now to Thompson. But 
there is some disaffection there, and a num- : 
ber of old line Talmadge leaders have swung 
— from Herman. The consensus of opin- 

jon at Rine View, Pitts, Rochelle and Abbe- 
ville was that Talmadge is ahead but by 
no Means as strong as he was in 1948. 
Thompson had one of his best rallies of the 
week at Pine View. 


Coffee County is traditionally Talmadge ters

gathered from here and there across the country for this showing. 


However, if you’re the type 
who prefers something a little 
more modern in design, some-

haps, that can

This one, about 
the length of an average forefin- 
ger, is composed of six canary 
diamonds, eight emerald-cut dia- 
monds and 91 brilliants.for com- 
bined weight of 16 carats and 
Was made by Cartier’s in Paris.

The button from the uniform 
of Maximilian of Mexico is a 
five and one-half carat rosecut 
diamond, surrounded by smaller 
diamonds and was probably cut 
350 years ago. The necklace, 
which belonged to a maharajah, 
is older, around 500 years at least 
and the workmanship was ob- 


viously all done by hand. It is 
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composed of triple strands of 
seed pearls, interspersed at in- 
tervals of about an inch with 
cabouchon topaz, turquoise, 
opals, sapphires, emeralds, gar- 
nets, amytheists and rate cat’s 
eye. A medalion hangs from the 
center, also set with these stones. 

Because of the type settings 
and the cut-of the jewels, jewel- 
ers are able to trace the period 
from which some of the pieces 
came rather accurately. Such as 
a gold necklace, typical of the 
period of Louis XIV and an in- 
dex ring from Seventeenth Cen- 
tury Spain. The necklace is com- 
posed of a snake chain and three 
small medalions of Tiffany-set 
diamonds surrounded by French 
enamel.

Not having a robust 
appetite, it’s easy to slight nutri- 
tion so that you just barely hold 
your own even at underweight. 
Too little fat padding, in turn, 
puts the nerve endings near the 
surface which makes a gal “high 
strung and nervous” instead of 
relaxed. Nervous tension leads 
to fatigue, which leads to loss 
of appetite, and so it goes... 


If you can learn to relax a 
bit and make an intelligent ef- 
fort to eat a little more food 
with each meal, -the extra calo- 
ries will have twice the good 
effect.

Makes Iron 


Goa Long Way 


It seems regrettable to compli- 
cate the problem, but recent sci- 
entific investigations by various 
workers have established the 
fact that iron alone, regardless 
of the mineral, vegetable, organ- 
ic or inorganic type of iron em- 
ployed does not induce hemo- 
globin regeneration as readily or 
as rapidly as it does when a wee 
bit of copper is taken with it. 
Indeed, according to some au- 
thorities, iron cannot be utilized 
in hemoglobin formation with- 
out the help of a wee bit of cop- 
per. Hemoglobin is the red color- 
ing matter in the blood. 

Animals that become anemic 
on milk diet (milk is deficient 
in iron) or from other causes 
oftén show a characteristic fad- 
ing of hair color—if the hair or 
fur is black it fades to gray; if 
the-hair is red it fades to a dull 
tan. At the same time, the hair 
becomes coarse and dry. In many 
instances when such animals are 
given a wee daily ration of cop- 
per to supplement their regular 
feed, shed out and the new hair 
is the original black or red. So 
says Dr. George K. Davis, nutri- 
tion technologist of the Florida 


’ Agricultural Experiment Station 
in Farm Forum, June, 1949. 


Some observers of these ef- 
fects in animals believe that cop 
per serves as a catalyst (expe- 
diter) in the formation of mela- 
nin, the pigment of the hair, 
skin, the iris and choroid coat of 
t'.e eye. 

Premature graying of human 
hair is a familiar occurrence in 
nutritional deficience anemia, 


which physicians call hypochrom- , 


ic anemia. This type of Anemia 
occurs most frequently in women 
who are fortyish or who will 
never be 30 again. Because of 
the complexion, the early gray- 
ing of the hair, etc., I call it 
the “gray sickness’’—send stamp- 
ed, self-addressed envelope for 
pamphlet on The Gray Sickness. 

In the Nineteenth Century a 
type of so-called “primary” ane- 
mia known as chlorosis or the 
“green sickness” Was common 
among teen-age girls. Young 
women with chlorosis had a pe- 
culiar yellow-green tinge—the 
color of the subcutaneous fat 
blanket showing through the 
skin minus the pink of the blood. 
The impression of grayness, in 
case of the woman with nutri- 
tional deficiency anemia, is the 
color of the subcutaneous tissues 
minus the pink of the blood and 
minus the subcutaneous fat 
blanket. Young women with 
chlorosis retained the -normal 
panniculus adiposis or padding 
or wrapping of fat, which gives 
roundness, smoothness and beau- 
ty to face and body. Women with 
nutritional deficiency (hypo- 
chromic) anemia lose more or 
less of the fat padding, and con- 
sequently look not only gray but 
wrinkled, gaunt, angular and. I 
hate to say so, but unlovely. In- 
deed I wouldn’t mention it, la- 
dies, if I had to let it go at that. 
Although I like ’em plump} say 
10 percent over the measure- 
ments of the frights that con- 
form to Hollywood standards, I 
have the greatest admiration and 
affection for victims of the gray 
sickness because I have known 
so many of them who command- 
ed admiration and affection by 
their fine personality.

What we are now trying to locate is what timing actually it. 
Bobby Jones had timing tamed completely. Bob was a slow, 
even-paced swinger. Sammy Snead, a much faster swinger, is 


also a master of timing. 


Ted Williams, who waits until the 


final split second to start his swing, is among the finest of all 7 
times. So is Ben Hogan, who has a swing that doesn’t look a 
bit ike Byron Nelson’y or Jimmy Demaret’s. 
Some fine timers are fast swingers—others slow. You can’t tell 
a good timer by looking at him swing a bat or a golf club, that’s 


certain. 


So what is correct timing? How do you determine it?

Collective Arms Plan 
Called Unique Idea

Secretary Acheson, launching a campaign for public and | 
congressional support of North Atlantic military unity as 
envisioned at the recent London conference, puts it mildly 
when he calls it something of “great and perhaps revolution- 


ary significance.” 

The very meaning of the term 
“balanced collective forces” im- 
plies something of a concrete 
newsness far more definite than 
was implied at the time the North 
Atlantic Pact was approved by 
Congress. 


A “balanced collective” military 
force is one in which individual 
nations do not attempt to be self- 
sufficient, but rather contribute 
to one force which is not complete 
without the functioning of each 
of its national parts. 


In other words, if France agrees 
to concentrate on ground forces, 
——— strategic bombing to the 

nited States, then the United 
States is obligated to go to war 
when France goes to war. The 
term of the treaty, that an attack 
on one nation would be considered 
as an attack on all, takes on a new 
and far more automatic meaning. 

There was much argument over 
the wording of this clause in the 
beginning. It was finally accepted 
as meaning that, while an attack 
on one would be an attack on all, 
the individual nation would re- 
serve the right to consider the na- 
ture of the reaction required from 
it. There was a loophole by which 
measures short of war might, un- 
der some circumstances, be con- 
sidered a sufficient reaction. 

In accepting the idea of a “bal- 
anced collective” military force, 
however, the obligation of each 
treaty member is clear. There can 
be no such force—no nation would 
accept the idea—without a mutual 
faith that each component of that 
force will be made immediately 
available when needed. 

The point is something that 
evolves naturally and inevitably 
under the cricumstances faced by 
the Community of Western Na- 
tions. As Acheson pointed out in 
his report to Congress, the Atlan- 
tic Community has been spending
